Too Little Liquor, 
Fla. Court Holds 


Supreme Court Declares 
Law Invalid and Kills Pro- 
| vision Penalizing Carriers 
for Delivering Excess 
Quantities. 


Tallahassee. Fla. August 13.—Flor- 
ida’s “quart-a-month” law regulating 
the amount of liquor any resident in a 
dry county might import from a wet 
county was declared unconstitutional in 
a decision of the state supreme court 
announced here todav. 

The supreme court decided in favor of 
James Francis, who brought his case 
before the court in habeas corpus from 
Dade county courts. | 

The decision, carried by a three to 
two ‘majority in the court. also elimi- 
nated the provisions of the bill penaliz- 
ing public carriers for delivering “ex- 
cess” quantities in dry territory. 

The 1917 act provided that not more 
than one auart of ~'-oholic liquor per 
month could be delivered to any person 
in “dry” territory. for private use and 
possession of more than that amount 
constituted a misdemeanor.

GERMAN LOSSES 
IN MEN AND GUNS. 


London, August 13.—Since the allied 
offensive began on the Montdidier- 
Amiens sector August 8, the total cap- 
tures by the French first army and 
the British fourth army have aggre- 

ated 28,000 men and 600 guns, says 
Field Marshal Haig’s communication 
from headquarters tonight. The com- 
‘munication adds that Tuesday passed 
in comparative quiet on the battle

lows: 

“On the battle front, except for 
somewhat increased hostile artillery 
activity, the day has passed compara- 
tively quiet. We have captured a few 
prisoners at different points. 

“On the remainder of the British 
front some’ raiding and patrol activity 
is reported. South of the Scarpe, 
northeast of Robecq and in the neigh- 
borhood of Vieux Berquin. 

“The number of prisoners captured 
by the French first army and the 
British fourth army since the morn- 
ing of the 8th instant exceeds 28,000. 
Among them are 800 officers, including 
eight regimental commanders. In the 
same period these armies have taken 
about 600 German guns, including 
many guns of heavy caliber and also 
several thousand machine guns and 
also numerous trench mortars, which 
have not yet been counter. 

“The material captured includes 
three complete trains and vast stocks 
of engineering and other stores.” 

“On the battle front our troops ef- 
fected further improvement in their 
positions north of the Roye road and 
on the north bank of the Somme and 
captured additional prisoners. 

“A local attack made by the enemy 
in the neighborhood of Fouquescourt 
was repulsed. 

“We captured a few prisoners last 
night in patrol encounters south of 
the Scarpe (Arras front) and in the 
ee of Vieux-Berquin (Flan- 

ers). 

“A hostile attack on our positions 
in the Merris sector was repulsed after 
sharp fighting.“ 


GERMANS CLAIM 
THEY REPULSED 
ALLIED ATTACKS 


Berlin, August 13.—(Via London.)— 
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“On the battle field between the 
—_— and the Avre the morning was 
quieter.” 


“South of the Somme the enemy at- 


tacked in the afternoon on both sides 
of the Roman road running from Fou- 
cancourt to Villers-Bretonneux. He was 
repulsed. 

“North of the Amiens-Roye road we 
drove back strong enemy attacks in 
the evening.

“Between Tilloloy and Canny and 
west and southwest of Lassigny, the 
enemy continued his attacks until late 
in the evening. South of Tilloloy on 
five occasions weak forces were thrust 
forward from the region of the Matz. 
We drove the enemy back and very fre- 
quently his attacks were held up by 
our concentrated artillery fire. 


“North and east of Fismes a local 


undertaking was successful. It result- 
ed in prisoners being brought in. 

“Yesterday twenty-nine enemy air- 
planes were shot down.” 


Amsterdam, August 13.— The Ger- 
man semi-official news agency, in a 
dispatch to Berlin forwarded here, pre- 
sents the following account of British 
operations during the third day of the 
offensive in Picardy: 


“On the third day of the offensive, 
during a British attack north of the 
Somme on both sides of the Roman 
highway, British attacks were caught 
from the north in a flanking fire of 
shrapnel from German batteries situ- 
ated on the heights east of Albert, 
while from the south of this position 
our machine guns, hidden in the woods 
on the steep banks of the Somme 
river, tore wide gaps in the attacking 
8 and finally forced them to re- 
tire. 


“The English fared no better south 
of the river. On both sides of the Ro- 
man road, advancing British infantry 
again were taken under the flanking 
fire of weak German detachments which 
were behind the steep banks of the 
Somme, where they could not be reach- 
ed by the British artillery fire. The 
attackers, astride of Proyart, encoun- 
tered the defenders who had already 
found cover in advanced saps of the

FRENCH DRIVING - 
AT THE HEIGHTS 
HELD BY GERMANS 


With the French Army in France, 
August 13.—(By the Associated Press.) 
The French army continued today its 
vigorous assaults on the Thiescourt 
plateau and took two more important 
positions which are keys to the plateau 
—the Ecuvillon and St. Claude farms. 
This success makes the defense of the 
plateau a difficult one for the Germans, 
who are filling all the numerous ra- 
vines and woods with mustard gas and 
keeping up a heavy machine gunfire 
in trying to cling to the parts of the 
heights they still hold. 

The dominant factor is the desperate 
energy with which the enemy is clin 
ing to the western and southern edges 
of Thiescourt and the hills filling the 
space between Lassigny and the Oise, 
which constitutes the pillar of General 
von Hutier’s right wing. On these 
edges the French hold Gury, Mareuil, 
La Motte and Canny-sur-Matz. A short 
distance north of Canny is the Bois- 
des-Loges. Along this line the enemy 
has established himself in his 1914 
trenches and is fighting his hardest. 
„The enemy is now standing on the 
old line west of Roye and Lassigny, in 
which he stood from the autumn of 
1914 to the spring of 1917. In this re- 
gion the old fortifications and wire en- 
tanglements still remain. 

ere was very sharp fighting yes- 
terday on the heights of Thiescourt, 
particularly in Loges Wood, which was 
captured at noon after it had been 
drenched with gas. The division that 
carried the woods fought in masks all 
the morning. In the afternoon the Ger- 
mans counter attacked and reoccupied 
the woods. . 


Task of French Difficult. 


The task of the French in this re- 
gion is extremely difficult, as the Ger- 
mans knew the ground thoroughly, 
have all the ranges and have brought 
up heavy guns to replace their enor- 
mous losses in field artillery. They also

GERMAN CORPSES 
PILED IN HEAPS 
ON BATTLEFIELD 


With the French Army in France, 
August 13.—(Havas.)—A fearful spec- 
tacle of ruin is spread out along the 
great sweep of rolling pasture lands 
behind Boulogne-La-Grasse and Rollot. 
southeast of Montdidier. There the 
enemy is continuing his desperate re- 
sistance. Heaps of German dead lie on 
every side and the fields that were for- 
merly green now are torn up and 
strewn with masses of debris. 

The enthusiasm of the French troops 
has carried them up to the railway line 
running between Compiegne and Roye. 
Their most advanced position is sout 
of the Loges forest, where the enem 
is vainly counter attacking. The spir- 
it of the French troops is superb. In 
the front line for several days they 
have undergone great hardships in 
their advance of ten kilometers through 
fields swept by machine gunfire. The 
enemy’s tactics are intended to delay 
the French until the main German 
forces can withdraw, but great stocks 
of ammunition and war material of all 
ope are being left as the Germans 
retire. 


A stirring incident occurred during 
the recent fighting. A general com- 
manding a French division, seeing a 
battalion hesitate to throw itself into 
a dangerous position under heavy ma- 
chine gunfire, directed his automobile 
into the center of this position and 
standing up, shouted to his men: “See, 
the Boches are gone.” His men there- 
upon sprang forward and within the 
next three hours advanced seven kilo- 
meters. 


Germans Counter Attack. 


The furious counter attacks which 
the Germans continued to launch yes- 
terday are attributed here to their im- 
perative need of holding the Chaulnes- 
Roye-Noyon line, the loss of which 
would amount to a disaster to them. 
The counter attacks were all broken, 
although the enemy had reached ground 
with which he was perfectly familiar in 
previous fighting and was occupying 
a line which gave him good holding 
ground because of the old defenses 
there. 

The German resistance along this 
line is compared by commentators to 
that offered by the enemy in his re- 
tirement from the Marne when he bas- 
ed his. intermediate defense upon Oul- 
chy and Fere en Tardenois. When 
these two centers of resistance were 
broken the entire front fell in and the 
Germans were compelled to vacuate the 
pocket and withdraw to the Vesle. The 
same effect is looked for here when, 
as anticipated, Chaulnes and Noyon 
fall. The Germans then will have to 
retreat across the upper Somme. 

It is believed that the stand the Ger- 
mans are preparing to make in their 
old trenches is likely to prove only a 
temporary expedient to obtain time in 
whick to move back the immense stores 
of material and to organize retirement 
of the artillery and infantry.

CAPTURED GROUND 
AGAINST GERMANS 


With the British Army in Fr 
August 13.—(By the Associated Pree.) 
Ground gained by the allied armies in 
the second battle of the Somme is 
being held by them everywhere today 
although they have been pausing for 
more than twenty-four hours. 
rassed and disorganied forces of the 
enemy have launched several counter

As a matter of fact, the small but 
nevertheless important local gain made 
wt A the aliies just north of the Somme 
river, to say nothing of other suc- 
cessful minor operations for improv- 
ing positions, more than trebiy out- 
weigh the extremely slight gains made 
by the Germans at a heavy cost at two 
points in the line. 

Strong eenmy concentrations have 
been reported between Roye and 
Fouquescourt, but so far they have 
done nothing, if really they are there 
for an offensive purpose. In the north- 
ern battle area, especially in the Bray 
region, new enemy defensive barbed 
wire has been found, while earthworks 
are being constructed at several places 
behind the German lines. Pröbably 
the enemy has removed much of his 
material and has sent in nearly all the 
reinforcements he cares to risk at the 
present time. 

Morlancourt is being heavily shelled, 
while the enemy, with aerial bombs, 
has apparently attempted to blow up 
the ammunition dumps he left in his 
hurry to get away. 

Pounding German Rear Areas. 


British shells that are coming in are 
being fired at an extreme range, prob- 
ably from well on the other side of the 
Somme. This is especially true of 
shells aimed at the districts south of 
the Amiens-Nesle road.

Whatever the Price Paid Tax 
Also Planned on Meals 
and Clothing. 


London, August 13.—4 report issued 
by the luxury tax committee recom- 
mends that, whatever the price paid 
for them, a tax should be levied on 
jewelry, precious stones, silk, velvet, 
fur clothing, perfumes, cosmetics, 
yachts, pleasure boats, motor cars, 
pictures, sculptures, curios, antiques, 
pianos and other musical instruments, 
billiard tables, field and opera glasses, 
liquors and cordials. 

It is recommended also that a tax 
be paid on meals, for accommodations 
in hotels, clubs, chambers and apart- 
ments, when specified prices are ex- 
ceeded, and on clothing above cer- 
tain prices. For men’s shoes two 
pounds will be allowed to be paid 
and for women’s shoes thirty-five shil- 


lings. Other prices arranged are for 
men's hats, eighteen shillings; for 
women's hats thirty-five shillings; 
eight: guineas for men’s suits and seven 
guineas for women’s costumes. 

Articles for personal use also are 
to be taxed, as well as household fur- 
niture above certain prices, fifty guin- 
eas being the limit set for suite fur- 
niture. 

There will be a tax on thorough- 
bred horses valued at above 150 guin- 
eas and on dogs valued at above five 
pounds. Bicycles costing more than 
tifteen pounds will be taxed, as also 
will articles used in sports and games 
and books published before 1870, and 
books in luxury binding. The pro- 
posed tax is a wide one, embracing 
such things as rent paid for fishing 
and or tag rights or purchases of 
live ganre. xemption is to be made 
when works of art are purchased for 
museums, art galleries or public libra- 
rier. There is to be no tax on medical, 
surgical or dental appliances, or on 
the first sale of the work of an artist 
made by himself except portraits ex- 
ceeding 120 pounds.

A captured enemy secret order, signed 
Ludendorff.“ lays stress on the neces- 
sity of economizing men. Thé order 
asserts the two elements essential to 
the future conduct of the war are to 
“maintain everywhere our fighting 
strength and the spirit of offensive.”

Must Improve on Methods. | 

“It is essential,” says the order in 
beginning, “that all commanders, of 
whatever rank, as well as all troops, 
should be imbued with the idea that 
the war cannot be won by a stubborn 
defense, but only by a further suc- 
cession of vigorous attacks. These 
attacks, however, cannot lead to vic- 
tory unless we adhere to an improve- 
ment on the methods of warfare adopt- 
ed in the recent offensives.” 

The order then goes on to say that 
everywhere, under the well-tried prin- 
ciples of the manual of infantry train- 
ing the war, and the additions made by 
the high command, namely, Von Hin- 
denberg and Ludendorff, success haa, 
beeh gained at small cost. It cites as 
an example the operations southwest 
of Noyon from June 9 onward. 

“Not only is there a probability of 
obtaining other successes by these 
methods, but also the situation in re- 
gard to reinforcements compels us to 
perfect them still further,” the order 
continues.

13,000,000 Men to Register. 

The bill, which was prepared under 
the direction of Secretary Baker, is 
framed to enable the nation to increase 
its war program in accordance with an 
understanding reached with the allies. 
About 13,000,000 men would be register- 
ed under the law, and Provost Marshal 
General Crowder estimates it will make 
available at once for military service 
2,398,000 men between the gase of 18 
and 20 and 32 and 45.

The work or fight amendment, ac- 
cepted, was offered by Senator Reed, of 
Missouri, as a substitute for one pre- 
sented by Senator Thomas, of Colo- 
rado. It provided that “when any per- 
son shall have been placed in deferred 


lor exempted class,” he shall “not be 


entitled to remain therein unless he 
shall in good faith continue while 
physically able to do so to work and 
follow such occupation.” Should he 
fail to do this he would become subject 
to immediate draft. 

While the bill was before the com- 
mittee Senator Kirby, of Arkansas, at- 
tempted to amend it so as to make 21 
the minimum age. He failed, but an- 
nounced he would renew the fight when 
the bill reached the senate. 

Provision fer Educating Boy Soldiers. 

The amendment providing for the ed- 
ucation after the war of youths under 
21, who served, was offered by Senator 
Reed and affects both army and navy 
volunteerg and those who have been 
drafted. Under its provisions upon ap- 
plication the youths would be given an 
education “at the expense of the gov- 
ernment at approved educational insti- 
tutions, the period of such education 
being equivalent in point of time to 
the period he served in the army or 
navy, but shall not exceed two years.” 

“Application for such educational 
privileges,” the amendment provides, 
“shall be made within six months aft- 
er discharge and the applicant shall 
begin his studies promptly after his 
application shall have been approved. 
Rules and regulations for carrying out 
this provision shall be promulgated by 
the president.” 

Still another amendment offered by 
the Missouri senator would permit sol- 
diers and sailors regardless of age, who 
are either volunteers or have been 
drafted, to receive commissions. They 
also would be made eligible for admis- 
sion to officers’ schools. 

The measure also was amended so 
as to provide that the wife of a soldier 
or sailor shall not be. disqualified for 
any position under the government be- 
cause she is a married woman. 

Passage of the bill was predicted by 
Senator Chamberlain after the commit- 
tee had decided to report the bill fa- 
vorably. 


ARMY COMMISSIONS 
BANNED FOR. PRESENT 


Washington, August 13.—The war de- 
partment order cutting off voluntary 


enlistment in the army, pending action 


on the new draft age proposals, in- 
chudes a prohibition on the issuance of 
any commissions in any branch of the 
army that was not in process of issue 
when the order was signed. Secretary 
Baker made this clear today in answer 
to questions, adding that application 
for a commission would not be regarded 
as entitling the applicant to exception 
from the order. 

The only exception now probable, Mr. 
Baker said, to do with some 400 
men specially sought out for commis- 
sions in the engineer corps, and who 
had already been recommended for 
such commissions. It was made clear 
that no ehlisted men or man now at a 
traini camp is in any way blocked 
from obtaining a commission dy the 
new order, which does not effect them.

August 13.—(By the Associated Press.) 
After the battle of the Avre, the sit- 
uation of the belligerents presents a 
change which for rapidity and extent 
‘has rarely been approached in military 
history. Marshal Foch’s strategy and 
the masterly tactics of the generals 
commanding the armies and groups of 
armies under him, have in three weeks 
wrested from the Germans what re- 
quired four months for them to obtain 
at a cost variously estimated at from 
700,000 to 1,000,000 men. 

The immediate results of the counter 
offensives which will have the greatest 
bearing on substantial operations, are 
the clearing of the Chateau Thierry 
pocket, ending the menace to Epernay 
and Paris; the liberation of Montdidier, 


ending the menace to Amiens; the free- 
ing the important eastern railroad line 
from Paris to Chalons, and the equally 
important northern line from Paris to 
Amiens, restoring to the allies means 


of communication which give them 
enormously eater ease in future 
movements of troops. 

These successes render impossible 
any rupture of the line which would 
separate the French armies of the cen- 
ter from those to the east, or a rup- 
ture of the junction between the French 
and British. The most disastrous con- 
sequence to the Germans, aside from 
the heavy losses they sustained in men 
and material, is the collapse of their 
plan to drive wedges into the allied 
lines and the substantial widening and 
joining which would have threatened 
general dislocation. °

Exchange Men Testify. 


New York, August 1%—Abnormal 
war-time demands for cotton, particu- 
larly ‘of the higher grades, were blamed 
for the disparity between prices in the 
southern markets and future quota- 
tions on the exchange, by witnesses 
who testified at the government in- 
quiry into the cotton trade begun here 
Several rokers told Charles A. 
Brand, conducting the investigation ase | 
chief of the department of agricul- 
ture’s bureau of markets, that exacting 
army and navy specifications have con- 
tributed toward high prices. 

For articles for which in private 
‘trade inferior grades are used with 
complete success, the witness said, the 
government departments Rave required 
white cotton of the finest type. An- 
nouncing that the investigation will: 
not be confined to the operations of 
the New York cotton exchange, but will 
go into the entire question of prices 
‘where cotton is grown, milled and 
traded on contracts for future deliv- 
ery, Mr. Brand declared that the pres- 
‘ent differences in rates “seem to be 
wholly unjustified.” 

Te Apply a Remedy. 

The bureau has conducted a general 
ingury into the sharp advance between 
spot and exchange prices, he said, and 
proposes to apply a remedy, but jn 
seeking the views of the public and of 
the brokers before compiling its final 
report. 

While admitting that 15 to 20 per cent 
of the trading on the New York ex- 
change is in futures, Walter L. John- 
pon, president of the orgaization, said 
it was not always possible to tell 
whether a customer was dealing as an 
‘actual purchaser of cotton or as a spec- 
‘ulator.

CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 
OF THE RAILROAD LINES 


Washington, August 13.—Of the half 
billion dollars authorized by Director 
General McAdoo for expenditures this 
year for railroad improvements and ex- 
tensions, only $88,526,000 had been 
spent up to July 1, and one-fifth of this 
or $18,632,000, were for additional yar 
tracks, sidings’ and industry tracks. 
For main tracks, railroads spent $12,- 
033,000; for freight and -passenger sta- 
tions and office buildings, $8,648,000, 
and for bridges, trestles and culverts, 
$8,047,000. . 

This report, covering 141 of 168 first- 
class railroads under federal control, 
made to the director general today by 
Robert S. Lovett, director of the rail- 
road administration’s division of capi- 
tal expenditures, does not include the 
millions spent under the railroad ad- 
ministration’s half-billion-dollar car 
and locomotive building program. Re- 
ports for July and August are expected 
to show rapid progress toward comple- 
tion of extensions and improvements. 

Other aggregate capital expenditures 
of the railroads were shown as follows: 

Shop buildings, engine houses, $6,1! 
360,000; rails and other track material, 
$6,149,000; shop machinery and tools, 
$3,446,000; signals and interlocking 
plants, 32,670,000; water stations, $2,- 
236,000; electfic power stations, $2, 
313,000.

Our 
descendants will say of a truth there were 
giants in those days, and among the giants 
We must make a large place for Clenienceau. 

The invincible courage of Clemenceau is 
in the challenge he has just flung out to the 
enemies of France. Reduced to simple terms, 
it comes to this: “It is said that the Germans 
can get ‘within bombing distance of Paris or 
reach the capital, providing they are willing 
to pay the price. Well, the allies can break 
through the German line and gain the 
Rhine, providing they are willing to pay the 
price. To envied Paris means a price of 
750,000 Germans at least. The probabilities 
are that so heavy a price would mean a po- 
litical revolution in Germany. But, what if 
Ludendorf gets to Paris? Rome was twice 
destroyed, and later the city of brick was 
rebuilt as a city of marble. Nearly fifty 
years ago the people of Paris destroyed their 
own city, at an expense of hundreds of mil- 
lions of francs. The motive back of the 
destruction was the desire to replace an 
old and ugly city by a new and most beauti- 
ful city in the world. Fire destroyed Chi- 
cago—intellect rebuilt it. Germans may de- 
stroy Paris; Genius France art and skill and 
industry will replace it. Our eyes are fixed 
on the goal—namely. the crushing of Prus- 
slanism. What if Paris must decrease; it 
will only mean that civilization in France 
will increase. Reduce to the simplest terms, 
that is the substance of Clemenceau's appeal. 
Never was there courage more wonderful! 
Not Leonidas at Thermopylae ever breathed 
nobler sentiments. That is why Paris is safe 
today. That is why France is secured. That 
is why we await with confidence and quiet- 
mess the next great offensive by the Ger- 
mans, 

In her darkest hour what France and the 
world needed was a hero, a man of oak and 
rock, a great heart, a lion—and the world 
found such a man in Clemenceau. Nothing 
fascinates the listeners like tales of courage. 
Not even stories of love and eloquence have 
such a charm for children and youth. Many 
of us remember that in our childhood the 


living college, teaching bravery to the boys 
of the little town. For months Clemenceau 
has been going up and down France hearten- 
ing the people. This prime minister withghis 
great massive head and roaring voice, and 
the clenched fist is an exhilirating spectacle. 
That hero of SwitzemMland, William Tell, left 
a tradition that has meant much to him to 
waken each morning ‘and find Mont Blanc 
standing firm in its place. Not otherwise all 
patriots, soldiers and lovers of their fellow 
men today can look forward to Paris and 
feel that the whole world is safer because 
Clemenceau is alive and in his place, and 


standing firm as the mountains and the 
stars.

She fell back on the United States for money 
and supplies—for business.

She must 
do both; for she has no one upon whom to 
fall back. 

We of this generation know little of war: 
but the one thing we know is that the pe- 
cuniary cost must be enormous. We are the 
government and that government has but a 
single source of income with which to meet 
the stupendous demands— the citizens. There 
are but two ways of reaching the wealth 
of a people—taxation and borrowing. In turn, 
„the people thus reached have but two legiti- 
mate methods of providing means for meet- 
ing the ever-increasing needs—by working 
‘more and saving more. 

Saving alone can not meet the demands. 
The first year of the war cost the people 
$19,000,000,000. Their combined savings as 
shown by the banks hardly totaled 35,000, 
000,000. Hence, the ability of the people to 
meet war expenses mere rey is appar- 
‘ently inadequate, undisputed business 
law is that savingsere directly proportioned 
to earnings, 

In face of these facts, the remaining re- 
source, that of making more money, must 
become our chief concern. Money paid to the 


people by the government for service and 
munitions comes from the people. Hence 
the war profits can not meet the expense of

Members who assume to inject politics 
into a legislative body, commissioned to sit 
in the capitol once each year for the enact- 
ment and revision of the laws that govern 
a great people, in a great and progressive 
age, are short-sighted.

House yesterday Emmett R. Shaw, candidate 
for the senate issued the following formal 
statement to the press, incorporating a copy 
of a letter he had just addresse to the 
president of the United States— 

“Emmett R. Shaw, candidate for the Unit- 
ed States senate, announces that he has paid 
his entrance fee and will run the Face to a 
finish, with assurances that he will carry 
more than fifty counties in Georgia. Mr. 
Shaw yesterday addressed the following let- 
ter to President Woodrow Wilson: 

“Fort Gaines, Ga., 
“August 12, 1918. 
„Hon. Woodrow Wilson, President of the 
United States, The White House, Wash- 
ington, D. C. 
„Dear Mr. President: 

“As an American citizen, as a fourth gen- 
eration Georgian, and as a democfat, I ask 
your consideration of this letter. 

“As a candidate for the United States sen- 
ate I have qualified under the law of my 
state, and under the law of my party in 


Georgia. I have read your.letter addressed 
to Hon. Clark Howell, of Atlanta, in answer 
to a letter from Mr. Howell. 

“Mr. President, is there no standard of life 
or of civilization, social or political, upon 
which a boy born in an humble man’s home 
can depend? Is there no light of truth to 
show the way up the road of justice and 
right? Will you pardon me for asking you 
if you think Georgia is incapablé of self- 
government? 

“Mr. President, I was reared in only a 
moderate country home. My mother loved 
me as your mother loved you. My ambition 
was implanted by my mother as possibly 
your ambition was implanted by your moth- 
er. I dreamed dreams when a boy as pos- 
sibly you dreamed, while our mothers possi- 
bly prayed for the day to come when their 
boys could be men worth while and serve 
their day and generation. I have done my 
best. I have tried to offer my all to man- 
kind and civilization, and, sir, could you wish 
for me to be measured by tess than my own 
record as a private citizen and a piiblic offi- 
cial in my own state, by my,own people? 

“Mr. President, I have fread your books, 
and with you as president of the United 
States I never dreamed of presidential in- 
terference in state nominations or elections, 
I quote from your own book entitled ‘Con- 
stitutional Government in the United States, 
issue of 1907, page 70-71: The president is 
at liberty both in law and conscience to be 
as big a man as he can, his capacity will 
set the limit, and if congress be overborne 
by him it will be no lack of constitutional 
2 on its part, but because the president 
as the nation behind him and congress has 
not. He has no means of compelling con- 
gress, except through public opinion. That I 
say he has no means of compelling congress 
will show what I mean, and that iny mean- 
ing has no touch of radicalism or i¢tonoclasm 
in it. There are illegitimate means by which 
a president may influence the action of con- 
gress. He may bargain with the’ members 
not only with regard to appointments, but 
also with regard to legislative matters. He 
may use his local patronage to assist mem- 
bers to get or retain their seats. He may 
use his powerful influence in one covert 
way or another, in contest for places in the 
senate. He may also overbear congress by 
arbitrary acts which ignore the laws or vir- 
tually override them. He may é¢ven sub- 
stitute his Own orders for acts of congress 
which he wants but cannot get. Such things 
are not only immoral, but they are destruc- 
tive of the fundamental understandings of 
constitutional government, and therefore, of 
constitutional government itself. They are 
sure, moreover, in a country of free public 
opinion to bring their own punishment, and 
to destroy both the fame and the power of 
the man who dares to practice therm.’

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| AN ARMY | | Escapes From 
After Failing 


Front Held by First U. S. 
Field Army Includes 
What Has Been Consider- 
ed the Logical Road to 
Kaiser’s Capital. 


Washington, August 3. — Secretary 
Baker was formally advised today by 
General Pershing that the first Ameri- 
can field army had been created, Gen- 
eral Pershing retaining command of the 
artny as well as the entire American 
expeditionary force for the present. The 
dispatch added nothing to details of the 
army o1ganization already made known 
from Paris. however. Mr. Baker said. 
The announcement is regarded as 
having deep significance at the war de- 


partment, maini-~ because it places the | 


American army in France on the same 
footing as the French or British forces 
there. Formation of the army is taken 
here to mean that the Americanization 
of a definite portion of the front has 
been completed. Supply lines, railways, 
bases, storage facilities, Cebarkation 
‘ports and the like. created and operat- 
ed by Americans. stand behind the first 
army. The only statement of the loca- 
tion of this front given is that it is 
“south of the Marne.” 

Presumably this means a part, at 
least, of the long line from St. Mihiel 
to the Swiss border where American 
troops have been putin at intervals 
during the last few months. 

Extent of Front Not Disclosed. 

The extent of that front has not been 
disclosed nor has the definite strength 
of the army been given. The advicea 
indicate that it comprises, however, five 
full corps, which means approximately 
250,000 men. 

The effect of the taking over of the line 
is to make a definite beginning at ap- 
portioning the long front. The British 
hold the left flank, aided by the Bel- 
gians, from the North sea to the 
juncture of the British fourth army 
and the French first army in Picardy 
where an offensive.is being conducted 
at present. In that position the Brit- 
ish are not only holding their share 
of the line, but stand between the 
enemy and the channel ports which 
would be his only road to England 
while the British fleet exists. 

The French armies presumably are 
being concentrated wholly between 
the Picardy juncture with the British 
and the American left, beyond Ver- 
dun. They block the roads to Paris. 

To the Americans has fallen the re- 
mainder of the front to the Swiss bor- 
der. The first army undoubtedly now 
hold the bulk of that line with such 
French help as is necessary. The 
whole line probably is under General 
Pershing’s direct command, even the 
French corps or divisions that are 
necessary until additional American 


troops arrive. The American com- 
mander will hereafter direct all opera- 
tions on his front. He has as much 
freedom of action on his own lines 
as has Sir Douglas Haig on the British 
front of General Petain on the French, 
for he stands on an equality with 
them. All three are under Marshal 
och for the major campaigns. 
Liggett Probably te Cemmand. 

As direct commander of the army in 
situated to weigh the qualities of the 
men he has assigned temporarily as 
corps commanders. From these five 
officers he probably will select the 
commander of the first army later and 
opinion here leads toward Major Gen- 
eral Hunter Liggett, now commanding 
the first corps on the Vesle front, as 
his choice.

neral Liggett’s corps probably is 
regarded as the mobile reserve of the 
first army and as such is being em- 
ployed on the French front. Should 
aggressive operations be undertaken on 
the American front, however, this corps 
probably would be used there, supple- 
mented by French and possibly Britisn 
mobile reserves sent by General Foch. 
In that case, while General Foch woula 
map out the objects of the action in 
a broad way, General Pershing would 
command the joint forces. 

This recalis the fact that the Amer- 
ican sector includes what always has 
been considered the logical road to 
Berlin for French advances. It was 
across lines now held by Americans 
that the French struck in 1914 before 
the plunge of the German artillery 
through Belgium took the the war in 
northern France. 

While the enemy is still in northern 
France, it may be that no major at- 
tack can be attempted through these 
gateways. The campaigns in Picardy 
and at the Marne, however, are aimed 
at forcing him back until the oppor- 
tunity comes to drive back at him, and 
it is regarded by officers here that it 
will be over the American lines that 
the real thrust at Germany would be 
driven home.

Evans, a member of the Fourth Cana- 
dian Mounted rifles, is in Atlanta still 
fighting the foe by urging haste in the 
production of war essentials, speaking 


the direction of the United States ship- 
ping board Emergency Fleet corpora- 
tion. 

Private Evans is one of but 59 sur- 
vivors of a battalion that stormed, 1,000 
strong, overwhelming German odds in 
the third battle of Ypres in June, 1916, 
That he went through this inferno, 
then submitted to the impositions and 
brutalities of German prison camp 
guards and still survives, he terms a 
matter of “luck.” He carries a perma- 
nent injury to his leg that causes him 
to limp badly. were 

Just Plaia Murder. 
It was simply a case of murder of 
his comrades at Ypres, said Private 
Evans, because their supply of ammu- 
nition became exhausted. “I was bad- 
ly wounded in the back and neck,” said 
he, “but with 300 rounds of ammuni- 
tion left, I managed to give it all to 
them, then they took me prisoner, to- 
gether with 50 other wounded men they 
picked off of the field. But not all the 
wounded were even lucky enough to be 
made prisoner, for when the Germans 
attacked that day numbers of our boys 
lying on stretchers were. bayonetted.” 
Then describing the journey to the 
rear, he said that the wounded, who 
could, were made to walk until many 
fell from exhaustion’ or loss of blood, 
the German method of revival in each 
case being a kick in the ribs or water 
thrown in the face. He told of an in- 
stance where a Belgian girl was club- 
bed into unconsciousness because she 
broke between the guards and offered 
one of the wounded a drink of water. 

“We were finally loaded into cattle 
trucks,” he said, “and upon arriving 
at our destination were marched around 
over town on exhibition, and the people 
were allowed to vent their feelings 
upam us. Some sent to the hospital 
were forced to submit to operations 
without an anesthetic. | 

Penalty for Disobedience. 

“Disobedience in the camps were pen- 
alized by standing us up for a long 
time at attention or of tying us to a 
post, head down, four inches from the 
ground. While standing at attention 
if we moved the slightest bit we were 
prodded with the butt of a rifle. One 
time I was made to stand 36 hours for 
refusing to work in the coal mine after 
one of our men had been killed there 
by one of the guards. 

“At that we fared better than the 
Russians and the Belgians, thousands 
of whom died from starvation, because

He is accompanied 
by Captain de Courtioron, who is mak- 
ing the trip with him, inspecting all 


‘General Claudron was in Atlanta last 


He is the first and only French general 
to come to Atlanta, and on his first trip 
here he gave a dinner at the Georgian 
Terrace in honor of the French offi- 
cers stationed here. 

General Claudron came here from 
Camp Pike, Ark., and he spoke very 
highly of the work there. “There are 
50,000 men there,” he said, “and they 
are the finest fellows I ever saw. I 
have not been to Camp Gordon reeently 
and cannot speak. about the work and 
men there, but I shall go out early 
Wednesday morning and look them 
over.“ 

When asked about the American boys 
in France and what he thought about 
the war, General Claudron said: 1 
get letters every day from some of the 
boys who used to be under me when I 
commanded a brigade for more than 15 
months in the front line trenches, and 
they speak of the American boys in the 
highest. terms and invariably say that 
their spirit is the greatest thing one 
ever saw.” 

General Claudron’s headquarters are 
in Washington, and it is his duty to 
inspect the French officers in America, 
of which there are about 200. 

He came to America August 22, 1917, 
and at that time was a commander of 
a. brigade and the rank of general 
has been given him since he came to 
America. 

He was for three years in the thick 
of the fight and was commander of the 
brigade which took the famous Chemin 
des Dames from the Germans. 

After General Claudron finishes the 
work at Camp Gordon he will go back 
to Washington, having finished a trip 
of visiting all the camps in the Unitea 
States. This is the second trip in a 
year.
